(a) The unlimited reign of the Textus Receptus 
(1516-1770). 

Erasmus first (15 16) printed at Basle from two 
cursive MSS. of 14 and 15 centuries. 

Complutensian Polygloti (1520) in Spain from late 
and inferior MSS. 

Stephens (i 546-1 550) at Paris based on Erasmus 
and Complutensian and fifteen late MSS. Had 
D2 and L, but little used. This edition basis of the 
King James Version or Textus Receptus. 

Beza (1565) in England nearly same as Stephens. 
Had D, and Dg, but little used. 
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Beza of 1598 became Textus Receptus of England. 

Elzevir (1624 fF.) at Leyden. From Beza and be- 
came Textus Receptus of the Continent. 

Walton's Polyglott (1657) in London (Greek, Lat. 
Vulgate, Peshito Syriac, -^thiopic, and Arabic). 
Gives readings of A and variations of 16 MSS. This 
is the beginning of textual criticism for the New Tes- 
ment. 

Mill (1707) gave more critical apparatus. 

Bengel (1734 and 1763) gave still more and some 
rules for criticism. 

Wetstein (1754) still further material. 

(b) Transition to the Older Uncial Text (1770- 
1830).
